Thc reasens for thc change aro: That

it wlll prevent tho corruption of Lcg-
islatures; the dlsturbance of Legisln-
tures by contests over the senatoruhip*
thc Improper use of money to obtain a

seat In thc Sonnte; that It wlll compel
candldates for tlio Senate to'undergn
the scrutlny of a campaign before tlio

people and lerid to selection oC the

men best qualiflc-d.
The S.-nnt** has In the mnln rcpre¬

sented what Is best and ablo.t in our

polltlcs, und H has also In the maln
been a stca_ylng, rectlfying force in

legislatlon. All thls has been due,
however, more to, the length of a

Senator's term, his greater power and

responslbility; to the fact that very
able and experlenced men have sought
to be members, than to tho mode of
electlon. The taint nnd scandal that
have dlsgraced so many of these legi..-
lntlvc electlons lend small probabillty
to fear that the character of tl^e Sen¬
ate wlll suffer from the change.

In recent years corporate lnfluencos
are admitted to havo had a potent
volco ln the Sennte's conclusions, and

the desire for popular electlons of
Senators marks a determliiation to les-

sen that Influence. But the desire has
a dceper orlgln than tho wish to get
rld of these influc-nces. It is part of
the wldesprcad movement of the people
to secure a more direct control of gov¬
ernment.

Thc Leglslaturos nf twenty-seven
States havo asked for thls reforni:
other States are committed to it by
having adopted prlmary electlons for

nominatlng Senators.

If electlon by thc people wlll re-

move from Legislaturcs a responslbil¬
ity that has ln so many instances

proved corriiptlng, lhat has taken up
so much of thelr tlme which should
have been spent ln transactlng, thelr
usual business: and if It wlll not result
ln lowerlng the character of tho Sen¬

ate. then the people- should elcct.
It is essentlal, nhovo all else, thnt

thc people be satlsfied wlth their in¬

stitutions ; that no feellng of helplcss-
ness arlse among them; and lf elec¬
tlons by the people wlll yleld this sat-

lsfactlon, then for thls reason also the

people -hould elcct.
The Democratic party. ln declarlng

for thls change, ls not yielding to

mere popular clamor, nor does it insist
on n!.y\jlt'stu.blns Innovatlon; it ls

worklng foc conservatlve progress.

THOSE ICE SCALES.
In Aprll, 1.07, by ordinance. there

was created a Clty Inspector of

Weights and Measures. By June of

that year the market houses had been
warned to glve "good measure, pressed
down. shaken togothr-r, nnd running
over." This injunctlon was onforced

by destroylng fl.SOO short measures and

BUbstitutlng full size galvanlzed lron

quarts, pecks and bushels,ln the placo
of servlceable and well-worn but far

from abundant wooden vessels.
Not content wlth this forclble 1m-

provement of the morals ot marketers,
tho Inspector of 'Weights and Meas¬

ures, mlndful of tho blblicai observa¬

tion that men were altogether llghtcr
upon the weights than vanlty, set forth

to test the pounds used 011 many scales.

To such good effect was this work

done that 2,100 -lf-'-'1 weights wero

conslgned to the scrap heap.
For nll thls work the clty is dtily

thnnkful; but why does not iho In¬

spector call upojj tho lcq wagons to

come to his offlce and then ar.d thoro
have tholr scales t.ated? As lt ls now,

the inspector goes out Into the bywaya
of Richmond, though untortunately
not ln the hedfies of Henrlco, and

pounces on lhe 1.-6 men unawares.

Doubtless thls catrhes some . short

scales. But why not get a drag net

and catch all?

*_n Orgnnlc Part of a Comploto Systoni
of Kducatlon," whlcli, "after notlng
'ha( Froobol's system ls now univer-
*ally recognlzod a_ *'a practical sys¬
tem of pedagogy adapted allko to the
jymbollc period of childhood and to
the consclous growth or rnitturer
.'cars'* (Hughes). indlcntes the mcthod
".f glfts. occupations nnd gamos used,
Jhowing that It is foundod upon the
i'hilosophlc truth expressed by Schll-
er: **Deep meaning oft lles hld ln
:hlldlsh play."
Attention ls also directed to the

fact that Froebel addressed his Com-
mentaries to mothers, and that tho
tralnlng for the klndergarten appeals
not alone to the professional educator,
but as well to the young mother and
to every girl who. as a potcntlal
mother. reallzes her responslbllllles to
the race. Speclal courses and lectures
are provlded for graduates, primary
teachers and young women wlshing
to know somethlng of Froebel's edu-
catlonul prlnclples. A list of grad¬
uates appended shows that of a total
of thirty-nine, twenty-seven are prac-
ticlng thelr professlon ln various kln-
dergartens, flve are marrled, onc has
d'ed and six are not placed. Thls, we
belleve, ls tho only tralnlng school (or
college) for klndorgartners In Vir¬
ginia; and, though but recently insti-
tuted, lt has been qul'e successful,
deservedly, because of the hlgh Qual¬
lty of the work nccomplished. The
klndergarten ls growlng caliy m favor,
and will eventuaily become an organlc
part of the publlc school system
throughout the State, as lt alrendy is
ln Richmond, which wlli creato a de¬
mand for klndergartners, to supplywhich a good tralnlng school is need¬
ed.

Tho property lnterests whlcli seem

so Important to the edltor of The
Tlmos-Dlspatch havo been stcadlly In¬
creased wlth full knowledge of the law
upon thls subject. The drtinkard-
makers knew the decislon of the Su¬
preme Court lf The Times-Dispatch
iloey not, and they know when they
Invest thelr money that the .supreme
Court has said. "If the right to sell
liquor wore one of the Inlierent rlghts
of personal liberty, such. for Instancn.
as the right of tho famlly to sell hls
corn, wheat or potatoes, thc Legisla¬
ture could nelther burden nor abrldge
it by Imposlng n speclal tax or re-
qulrlng a speclal llcense. * * . ,If
It were harmless and not Inimlcal toi
the good of soclety, lt could not be
subjected to speclal burden, restrlctlon
or regulatlon."

Have any prohlbltlon committees up
to the present tlme suggested any
compensatlon for the drunkard-maker?
When a Judge refuses seventy-flve sa-
loon-kecpers of Richmond a llcense,
does anybody propose compensatlon?
The Supreme Court declares that "a
greater amount of crime and mlsery
is attrlbuted to the use of ardent
splrits obtained at these retall liquor
saloons than to any other sources."
Why ls not the edltor of The Tlmes-
Dlspatch concerned that compensation
be glven the famtlles that aro brought
to poverty, to the wlvea and chlldren
whose husbands and father.s are made
to be brutal drunkards by these
drunkard-makcrs. It ls an amazlng
thlng that so many of the dally papers
of Virginia are so much concerned
about the flnancial lnterests of the
drunkard-makers. The full page ad-
vertisements which the liquor men buy
ln thelr columns do not tend to Im-

press the people of the State that thc
said papers are entlrely unselflsh ln
thelr pollcy. Speaker Byrd ot -Win¬
chester, set the papers of the State a

noble example. when after Win¬
chester. had voted "dry." he closed the
cofumns of hls paper to all liquor ad-
vertisements. ^^ .^.^ JR.

As tho result of the conventlonal,
nolsy, powder-consumlng method which
people of thls country havo chosen for
goneratlons past to celebrato tho be-
ginnlng of an lnd-penctent national
career, thoro have been not less than
780 cases of tetanus recorded durlng
the last flve years. in -3 per. cent. of
which the vlctlms nave dled. Lest
thls year's record be worse than last
year'a. the Marlne Hospital Servlce haa
sofit forth a publlc health bulletin to
warn how to deal wlth wounds caused
by oxplosives. This ls nn admlrablo
proceedlng, but remedlal and not pre-
ventatlve. It ls not doctors or parents
who need to bo told what to do after
the gun has gone off, the nolse been
made and the vlctlm injured, so much
as lt ls parents ^and youtha who
need to bo converted, before Fourth of
Jul\\ to a saner couceptlon of what
tlie' day calls for. Kstabllsh In the
mlnds of Amerlcan parents and youth
ii notlon of patrlotlsm that cxpresses
Itself ln ways other than powdor-
hurnlng and nolse-making, and the
prohleiii wlll be solvod without any
need of health bullctlns, surgeons,
anaesthetlcs and cauterlzatlons..Bos¬
ton HanUd. *.

*'Getting the Nomination/'
HV KUI-DKHIC ... HASICIN.

Wlth the Republlcan convention Just
behlnd and the Democratic convontion
Just before thom, tlie Amerlcan peoplo
are groatly exerolked at thls tlme about
tho whos, whys and hows ot "getting
tho nomlnatlon." So far as national
polltlcs ls concerned, ono mlght search
tho Oonstltutlon and the laws foreyoi*
and never flnd one word to uuthorlzc
a polltical convention, or to give power
to a convontlon's mandate. Yet a vast
number of tho voters of the Unlted
States place the actlon of the conven¬
tion above thelr, own convictlons and
voto for the nominee regardlcss of
personal proferences. And the mem¬
bers of the electoral college.-none has
ever dlsobeyed*»th_ eommand ot hls
party convention.

Polltical party nomlnations ar«.

necessary to the career of the ..inetl-
can slatesman. No mnn is so great
that he. can enter publlc llfe wlthout
the ald of a nomlnatlon to help hlm
to offlce. or the capaclty to control
nomlnations to help others to offlce.
The Infrequent successes of lndcpend-
ent candidates for mlnor offices mark
the exception which but proves the
rule. Thereforc, It is apparent that
the whole fabrlc ot our polltical insil-
tutions resU upon the polltical purty
nomlnutlon. The voters can chooso
no better man for Presldent than 's
nomlnated by the partleB. The so-
called independent voters can never
select a man to servo ln the Whlte
House. That section of the publlc may
induce a party to tako its cholce by
barterlng a promlse of the "Independ¬
ent" vote, but under ordlnary clrcum-
stances lt must take what the partlea
give lt; the greater of two goods, or

the lesser of two evJls.
Just at thls tlme it is Interesting to

mark tho progress of the nominating
muchlnery of the Amerlcan polltical
pnrties. In the beginnlng there was
the caucus. then came the delegated
convention, and now the dlrect pri¬
mary electlon bids fair to carry the
machinery to lts most democratic ex-

tremlty, There ls great talk of con¬
ventions that are boss-rldden and the
like. There haa been such talk beforo;
ever since conventions were held. In
fact. The greater volume of complalnt
now is but the evidence of tho in-
creaslng purpose of the people to take
the power of nominating Into thelr
own hands.
Leavlng aslde the hosts of municipal,

county, State and congresslonal offices,
for whlch nomlnations aro already
mado by dlrect prlmarles ln many
States, it Is Interesting to apply tho
theory of the dlrect primary to the
nomlnatlon for tha presldency, the most
Important function exerclscd by pollti¬
cal party.
The framers of the Constttutlon did

not belleve the people possessed suf¬
flclent wlsdom and Judgment to select
the Chlef Executive of the Federal
government. They battled long over
the proposltlon of leavlng that selcc-
tlon to the National Leglslature, or of
Intrustlng lt to the severai State Leg-
lslaturos. In the end, they left It to
elc-ctors to be appolnted by the various
States.not by the people of the States
.In sucji tnanner as each State Legis-
lature mlght dlrect.
The Constltution was null and vold

from the very beginnlng, so far as the
splrit of thls provlslon was concerned.
The peopl© had every confldence ln
their ablllty to select a President, and
they were very careful to choose as
electors only those persons who would
reflect the popular will. Thus the elec¬
toral college came to be merely an

empty form, so far as the constltutlonal
function of choosing a Presldent Is
concerned, It 1b very far from belng
an empty form in that it provldes a

system which glves the smaller State3
more power ln proportlon to thelr pop¬
ulatlon than would obtaln in a dlrect
vote; and thus makes tho selectlon of
a minorlty Presldent posslble.
Tho fathers declined the proposltlon

to vest the power of solectlng a Presl¬
dent ln the hands ot Congress out of
consideration for the integrity ot tho
trl-partlte system of government thoy
were establlshlng, ln whlch the checks
and balances of and between the Ex¬
ecutive, Judlcial and Leglslatlve De¬
partments'were so nlcely adjusted. But
Congress soon percelved that the elec¬
toral college was amenable to tho pop¬
ular will. Therefore, lt set about to
captaln and convmand that wllh thus
vlrtually glvlng Congress the power to
namo the President.

Polltical. partles appeared in Con¬
gress before llnes were drawn among
the people. The congresslonal caucus
was tho result. From 178S until 1800
tho Presldents were named hy Informal
party caucuses of members of Con¬
gress. The attacks on "Klng Caucus"
were begun in the publlc press as early
as 1800, although tho first formally
convoked nominating caucus was not
held until 1804. From that tlme until
1824, "King Caucus" ruled supreme,
and the Presldents were, in fact, cbosen
by tho members of Congress.

If that method of selectlng party
candidates for President had prevalled,
It Is a safe bet that the list of Presl¬
dents from Monroe's tlme until now
would not contaln a slngle name whlch
lt now bears, Congress has always
looked at things from a polnt of vlew
quite dlftorent from that of the voter.
It does not requlre great mental agll-
Itv to imaglne that the present Repub¬
llcan members of Congress would not
chooso Mr. Taft, or that the Democrats
In Congress mlght prefer another than
Mr. Bryan. Certain It Is that no con¬

gresslonal caucus would have noml¬
nated Theodore Roosevelt, Abraham
Llncoln or Androw Jackson.

It was the certainty that a caucus
would not nominate Jackson that led
to the 'establishment of the conven¬

tion system by the overthrow of "Klng
Caucus." In 1822 the Tennessee Legis;-
lature by an Informal vota placed the
name ot Andrew Jackson in nomlna¬
tlon for Presldent. This established a

prccedent, and two years later, the
Loglslatures of various States by sol-
omn and formal leglslatlve ennotn.ent.
placed tho names of thelr favorltes
ln nomlnatlon for tho chlef maglstracy.
When-Jackson dld become Presldent

he reeognlzed the power of tho pollti¬
cal use of tho patronage of the offlce.
He used thls power to bulld up a
machine. to e&tabltsh the oonventlon
system and to Inaugurate present day
noUtltita pa-J.tv methodB. Every "Prasl-^

dont slnco hls day haa uucd the power
ot patronage for"1 polltical purposes, to
an extent varylng wlth th. personal
charncterlstlcs of tho man in offlce and
the nccessltles of tho occasion.
Jackson forced tho nomlnatlon ot hls

Cablnet minlster, Murtln Van Buren, us
hls succos»or. Jle ubod tho Federal
ofCIceholders to got tho nomlnatlon for
Van Burcn. Mr. Roosevelt inay have
used the offlceholders for a like pur¬
pose, and the "allles" may have cursed
blttcrly, but' they sald tho samo thlng.
and broathed tho same curaes whlch
wore heard when Jackson was iu tho
Whlte House.
Tho dlfforonce nowadays ls the ln-

croaslng lmportancc of the primary. A
dlrect primary for presldentla] noml-
nations has not been suggested scrl-
ously as yet. But many States are
already decldlng the questlon of in-
struc'tlons to delegates by a prlrnaty.
Mr. Taft defeated Mr. Roosevelt lu the
Callfornla Republlcan pleblaclte thla
sprlng. Mr. Bryan was glven Instruc-
tlons by Wisconsin and Alabama by a
popular party vote.
Complalnt* that delegates to conven¬

tions aro not left to do thoii* will- and
to follow thelr Judgment, but are
drlven under the whip by the control
of the party leader, aro often heard.
Just at thls tlme Mr. Roosevelt and Mr.
Bryan are called the "bosses" of the
two great partles. Yet a glance at tho
pnst will show that no party leader can
control delegates at a national conven¬
tion to go agalnst the will of the
masses of the party. A leader often
can compol the delegates to go agalnst
their own will lf he has the masses ou
his slde.
What dld the power of tho admlnls¬

tratlon amount to ln the convention to
notninate a candidate to succeed Ar¬
thur? It was used, but all In vnln. Mr.
Cloveland, like Mr. Roosevelt, had very
pronounced Ideas about the clvli ser¬
vlce and *"porniciouB activlty" ln poli¬
tics: but they dld not prevent the
power of tho Cloveland offlceholderi.
from belng used ln conventions. What
dld It amount to In Chieago ln 1898
after Mr. Bryan brought In the cross
of gold and the crown of thorns?
Thero was n tlme when the national

conventions met wlthout any one's be¬
lng able to forecast the outcome.
There would be a dozen candidates to
start wlth. and frequently a dark horee
would wln. It was exelting, it was In¬
teresting. but It was not always for
the best. The delegates had much more
freedom than they have In these latter
days, lt ls true, but the very naturo of
a convention preventa true dellberatlon
Delegates left unhampered hy 'instru.-
tions are apt to be swayed by the mOst
artlflclal devices; they are very un-
llkely to conslder tho genulne needs
of tho party and country.
After awhllo the people began to

object to the lntroductlon of so many
dark horBes. Instructlons to delega-
tlons became more frequently the ex-
presslon of the opinlon of the party in
a State as to tho relative merits of
the leadlng aspirants; less frequently
a compllment for a favorite son and a
basls for tradlng and "dark horslng."
Tho primary electlon has glven tho
voters control of the nomlnations for
smaller offices, and they are reachlng
out to control the greatest of them
all. Thls Is the reason the national
conventions have become but ratlflca-
llon meetings whlch formally reglster
the will of the party.
The tenr-.r.cy toward vestlng more

power in tho primary means a great
change in Amerlcan politics. Until
thls tlme the greatest interest has been
In taking sides wlth some asplrant and
aidlng him to work the machlnery In
the dlrectlon of "getting the nomina¬
tion." If the present tcndencleB aro
carrled out. the Interest in tho future
will be changod to the buslness of tak¬
ing sldes with some Idea and aidlng ln
the work of "maklng the nomlnatlon."

Automoblle Fatn_Itie»S
Automoblle fatalltles are increaslng

alarmlngly thls year. The record
shows that sevonty-flve persons havo
been killed and 41S seriously injured
since the first of January laet.

If thls rate shall be kept up the
total record of the year will e.vceed
that of last year, whereas, wlth the ln-
creasod oxperlence In runnlng and
carlng for the machines and the great¬
er degree of perfectlon ln thelr con-

struction, the number of fatalltles
should have boen dimlnlBhed,
That thla ls not tho case shows thnl

ordlnary care in not oxerclsed. It la
dlfflcult to guard agalnst breakdowns,
but breakdowns are Infrequent. It !«
not the fault of tho maotilnes, but of
thelr drlvors, that so mnny accidents
occur, Tha automoblle is comparatlve-
ly as safe as any other vohlcle when
not mannged ignorantiy or reckleBsly.
It ls the speetl manla nnd lovo of ox-

cltement whlch are rnalnly responslble
for automoblle nccldents..Chieago
Trlbunc.
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
